GENERAL annual report, 

JUNE, 1896. 


_ HE work Of the Union during the last year has been 
T steadv hopeful, and vigorous. We have not to record 
the formation of many new branches, but easting 
branches have done good work, and the year has seen some 
important new departures. Chief among these ts the Central 
flan, which, thanks to the exertions of the Lrbrary Com- 
mittee, has made a capital start, and we look forward to being 
able to place at the service of our members a very complete 
collection of works bearing on the wide range of subjects 
which have to do with the bringing-up of children. The 
collection of such a public Library for the use of parents is, 
we think, a unique effort in the history of education, and we 
need not enlarge on its importance. The Library Committee 
will be grateful for offers of books likely to be in any way 
profitable or suggestive to parents.* 

Our Natural History Club has done good and progressive 
work. Various branches, Reading and Bedford for example, 
have formed local Natural History Clubs, which promise well, 
and will, we hope, form Museums, illustrative of nature m 
their own districts, which should be of real scientific value.

The Third Annual Exhibition was held on November i 5 th 
and 1 6th, at 50, Porchester Terrace, W. (by the kindness of 
Mr. E. A. Franklin). The increase in the number and quality 
of the exhibits justified the hope expressed in last year’s report. 
The fact that the exhibition was opened for two days was much 
appreciated, and over 200 visitors, including many children, 
availed themselves of the opportunity of seeing the collections. 
It was somewhat to be regretted that very few former exhibitors 
sent collections this year, and though the new names are 
heartily welcomed by the Committee, it is hoped that next year 
there will be work sent in by old as well as new friends.

These must pass an easy entrance 
examination as a test of general knowledge. 

(c) Secondary Governesses : that is, ladies who wish to qualify as 
aovemesses to more advanced pupils. These should, as a rule, 
hold certificates of attainments, though such certificates are not 
indispensable as the entrance examination affords a test.

than before. The students showed by the lessons which they gave in my 

presence that their interest in devising practical methods of teaching is 
thoroughly well maintained, and that they are possessed of the right spirit 
for teaching— namely, a combination of kindness, patience, and determination. 
I he subjects dealt with in these lessons included English and other languages, 
number, geography, music, drawing, natural history, and a variety of 
excellent occupations for the training of the hand and eye. Among other 
forms of manual training, I noticed cardboard work, Smyrna rug weaving, 
basket work, paper cutting, and varieties of plain and fancy needlework. 
A special feature in the music lesson is the practice of easy songs in French, 
German and Italian. Drill and physical exercises are not neglected. There 
is no doubt that the students have learnt how to make the schoolroom a 
place where children may spend the whole day happily and usefully, 
advancing at once in practical intelligence as well as in knowledge. 


I also heard lessons given by the staff, which remains the same as last 
year, with the addition of Mdlle. Mottu. The instruction which was given 
by Miss Bull in French and Italian, in physiology by Miss Stirling, in sol-fa 
by Miss H. Sumner, in painting from nature by Miss M. Sumner, was of a 
character which accounts for the intelligence and earnestness of the students. 

Miss Hodgson continues to give most interesting instruction in natural 
history, and the natural history note-books (which are illustrated by drawings 
from nature done by the students) are of the greatest interest and value. 
An important step forward is being made this year in the extension of the 
course of training. The students are in future to remain under training for 
two years instead of one. During the past year, two of the thirty students 
in the House of Education have voluntarily remained a second year in the 
House, but in future all will do so.

In commenting on the papers submitted to me dealing with the Theory 
of Teaching, I have first of all to say that I have not yet had from the 
House of Education a set of papers of such uniformly good quality. I 
have found the task of differentiation a very difficult one ; and it would 
appear from the marking of my friend and colleague Mr. Rooper, that he 
has had a like experience in assessing the practical teaching of the students 
who came before him. 

Three papers of questions were set before the candidates. The first 
dealt with the practical applications of psychology to the tasks of the 
schoolroom ; the second mainly with the development of character and 
discipline ; the third with questions on details, such as the ordering of 
studies, devices of illustration, and the like. All were satisfactorily answered, 
and the last especially. These facts illustrate what I have before now given 
as my opinion on the work done at Ambleside — that the training of the 
students is of a kind to fit them unusually well for the discharge of the 
actual duties likely to fall to them.
